Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: 1) In regard to the 35 USC 112, 1st paragraph, rejections, the 
Attorney directed the Examiner to page 50, last paragraph, and pg. 61, TAble 1(3) for support. The Examiner 
conveyed to the attorney that these references to the specification appeared to render moot the 35 USC 112, 1st 
paragraph rejections in the Office Action. The proposed amendment to the claims, wherein part ii of claims 1, 5, and 6 
is amended, and the term "low" in claim 6 is deleted, appears to be persuasive to overcome the rejection of these 
claims under 35 USC 112, 2nd paragraph. Attorney conveyed that page 66 of the specification provides unexpected 
results over Table 2 of JP '122. The Examiner conveyed that such an argument would be considered in the response, 
though the showing may be deficient, i.e. not commensurate in scope with the instant claims or of statistical/practical 
significance. .
